LEN TULUS’s Epiftle to the Senate of ROME. 
ITE HER E appeared in thefe our Days a Man of great Virtue, called Fefus 
Chri; who by the People is called a Prophet: but bis own Difciples cald 
him the Son of God. He raifath the Dead, and cureth all manner of Difeafes, 
A Man of Stature fomewhat tall, and comply, with a reverend Counlenaxces 
fuch as the Beholders may both fear and love, His Hair is the Colour of a 
chefnut tull ripe, and is plain almoft down to his ears, but from thence down- 
wards it is femething curled, but more of the oriental colour, waving about 
his fhoulders ; in the middie of his Head is a feam or parting like the Na- 
| zarices, His forehead very plain and fmooth. His Face without either 
Wrinkle or Spor, beautified with a comely red ; his nofe and mouth {fo for- 
med that nothing can be reprehended ; his beard thick, the Colour of the 
hair of his head ; hiseyes grey, clear, and quick. In reproving he is fevere, 
in ecunlelling courteous’, he is of a fair-fpoken, pleafant, and grave 
Speech ; never feen by any to laugh, but often feen by many to weep, In 
proportion to his Body he is well fhapon and ftrait; and both his hands and 
Aras are very Celectable. In {peaking he is very temperate, modeft and 
wife, A Man, for his fingular Beauty far exceedingall the Sons, of Men. 
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
